SYTEM FOR FEEDING FOWLS

Grain, Green Food, Grubs, Grit and
Shell Are Necessary in Chicken
Diet—Dry Mash Best,

For the hen that s manufacturing
an egg every day, or one in two days,
it i8 impossible to get the required
nourishment fast enough unless it is
takken intn the body already ground.
The bost system of feeding, then, as
recognized the country over, is to give
one or more of the varieties of whole
grain as a means of exercise; that
is, fed in n deep litter so the fowls
will have to work for it. Then use a
varfety of ground foods to supply the
nourlshment, heat and energy of the

bird.

The four “g's" give us 8 cue as to
what is necessary in the chicken dlet
—grain, green food, grubs, grit and
ghell, Whole grain gives the besl re-
gults when two or more forms are
mixed and fed twice daily in a deep
litter. 'Three parts wheat, three parts
eracked corn and one part oats, or
equal parts wheat and cracked corn or
kafir, makes a good combination. One
pint to ten fowls iz about the right
amount, with the heaviest feed at
night,

Ground food may be fed in either a
dry or wet form, but for breeders and
layers, dry mash is best, while for fat
tening poultry it is better to use wet
mash, The dry form may be supplied
in self-feeding hoppers. A good mix
ture would be:

Seven pounds mill run, geven pounds
cornmeal, three pounds heef scrap,
two pounds alfalfa leaves, onehalf
pound charcoal.

FEED CHARCOAL EVERY WEEK

Always Advisable to Feed as Early In
Maorning as Convenient—Shake
Up the Litter.

Once A& week, or oftener, it may he
well to add to the hen's ration a sup-
ply of granulated charcoal. In
winter it Is always advisable to feed
as early in the morning as conven-
fent, and give the evening meal about
an hour before dark.

Shake up the litter with a fork, 8o
that the graln will work down into it
which will compel the fowls to hiunt
for their rations,

The choico of a breed for che pro-

MANY RUSSIAN JEWS

Empire Contains a Large Pro-
portion of the Race.

Have Proved Themselves Loyal Sub-
Jjects of the Crar in the Present
European War—Compelied
to Dwell Within Pale.

Russia has the lurgest Jewish popu-
latlon of any country In the world.
Although their lot has not always been
an enviable one under the rule of the
ciars, the great war has found thom
loyal eitizens of thelir northern father-
land, willing and anxious to contribute
their sacrifices to the success of its

cnuse According to private letters
and dispatches from Russia many |
Jows have come forward (o enlist; |

they have opened and equipped hos
pitals for the soldiers, and displayoed
nn cagerness o ajd with thelr gowds |
and their labor. The warmth of I!;l-tr|
patriotism has beon & surprise in Mus
covy., The position of the Jewish sub
fecots of the czar, as It was before the
war, 1s told In a bulletin just prepared
by the Natlona! Geographic society
It reads as follows

"More than onehalf of the world's
total Jewish population, numbering
about 6,600,000, dwells within the Rus
sian empire. The total number of
Jows in the world numbers about 13,
con000,  The United States and Aus
trin-Hungary, each with more
two million; Germany, with 600,000,
nnd the British empire, with 400,000,
are the other important homelands of
this senttered nation, Russia, however,
today might be looked upon ns the
true fatherland of the Jewlsh people,
s the great hody of them live there.
'his comes primarily from the cause
that the Slavs, more especially the
RRussian Slavs, have always been the
most tolerant of peoples in matters of
religlon, The Russian church, prop:
crly speaking, is nmot n missionary
church. That a Russian should be a
member of the Russian branch of the
astern Orthodox church is regarded
almost as 4 law of nature in Muscovy,
while the Russian feels that it 18 just
as natural and fAtting that a Tartar
ghould be a Mohammedan, and that a
Jew should follow the Mosaie creed.

“It I8 true that most of the Jews
were originally Polish subjects, and it
is said that colonies of them lived In
the basin of the Volga and the Crimea
Hob years before the birth of Christ.
Through the years of thelr bitterest
persecution the rule of the Poles over
the Jews wos a light and amiable one,
and many hundreds of thousands of
them passed to this country. Thus,
with Poland, Russin acquired the
greater part of her Jewish subjects

“The czar's Jewlsh subjects are con-
fined by law to a definite pari of the
empire, known as the Jewish pale, or
gettlement. This {8 an irregular belt
of territory, extending from the Baltic
to the Black sea. The pale includes
Poland, Lithuania, White Russia. part
of Little Russia, and reglons in the
Caucasus. A belt of land about thirty
miles wide along the international
boundary Is also exempt. The pale
proper, wherein nearly all of the Rus-
gian Jews dwell, comprises the entire
territory of RMussian Poland and the
governments of Kovno, Vilebsk, Vilna,
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Mohilev,
Chernlgof, Poltava, Kief,

Grodno, Minsk,
Podolia, Bes
sarabla, Kherson, Ekaterinosiav and
Taurlda. Kovno, Minsk, Mohlley and
Volhynia are the most thickly settled
who, in thess pgovernments,
constitute about two-ihirds of the en
tire population. Some Jows were set
tled as agriculturists upon the south:
wrn steppe, and, despite the strict law,
wealthy members of the nation are
found in business in Petrograd and
All disabilities which attach
to Jewish birth in Russia fall away
with the conversion of ope of the race
to orthodoxy, but neverthelesa such
converslons seldom take place.  This
curtallment of the freedom of the Jew
ish subjects is not & matter of relig
fous persacution but rather an exproes
slon of the Russian's dread of the su-
perior business ability of the Jew,

“There are, however, certain clnsses
of Jews allowed by the law to dwell
without the pale. These are students
in educational Institutions, merchants
of the first guild, professional persons
and skilled artisans, and such as have
gorved 256 yvears in the army. Mem-
bers of these classes, nevertheless,
must obtain special permission to en
joy their rights under the law., No
Jow I8 eligible to government office,
unless he becomes a convert to ortho-
doxy.

“The Jews are taxed more highly
than other clitizens of Russia, Their
citizenship Is of a qualified kind, for
the law states that ‘Jews are aliens,
whose social rights are regulated by
special ordinances.” Taxes on ‘kosher’
meat, on candles for use In the syna-
gogues, on skull caps, legacy iaxes
and special taxes upon their busi
nesses are taken by the state. There
are a host of other special regulations.
The Russian Jews, on thelr side, are
organized for thelr protection, with
headquarters at Warsaw. In spite of
difficulties, however, the Jews of Rus
sin take a prominent part in the coun-
try's commerce, and exercise a power
ful influence of wealth.”
